tect him, is contained in a letter 
written to Henry C. Wallace, Sec­ 
retary of Agriculture, by J.

Hack leman of the University of Il­ 
linois, secretary of the International 
Crop I rn pix) ev meat association. 
According to Mr. Hackleman, the 
red clover seed crop in the United 
States does not exceed 45 percent 
of normal this year and for this 
reason there s a threatened impor­ 
tation of 30,000,000 pounds of red 
clover seed., enough to plant 3,000- 
000 acres, from France, Italy, Ar­ 
gentina and Africa. This seed, Mr.

since last 
August, and the resultant drought 
has seriously damaged the autumn 
sown crops. The lev has dropped 30 
points in the last month because of 
the poor agricultural outlook, coupl 
ed with reparation demands. Crop 
experts predict that unless it rains 
soon next year’s harvest will be a 
failure. 
The water supply of Sofia has 
been cut down by one-half, and 
there has been more than one ser­ 
ious fire.

(By the Aasorleteft Prest) 
OKLAHOMA CITY, Jan. 30.—Ed­ 
ucation dining the scholastic year 
ending June 30, 1923, for each 
child in the grades of non-independ­ 
ent districts cost $25.81 and high 
school pupils cost $82.66 according 
to figures announced at the state 
department of education. 
Statistics compiled by the depart­ 
ment show' that 2,115 men in the 
elementary grades of non-independ- 
ert reb obi« received an average sal­ 
ary of $925.45 last scholastic year, 
while 5,7 5<* women in 
the 
same 
grades averaged $764,87 income for 
tile same period. 
Men teaching In the high school 
grades and acting as principals re­ 
ceived ava age salaries of $1,19170 
and J97 v/omen teachers 
of 
the 
same class averaged $1,000 salary 
daring 1922-23. * 
While the gain in enumeration 
last year was 10,843 the increase. 
in enrollment was 19,268, the de­ 
partment report on attendance fig­ 
ures showed. There were 723,883 
scholastics In Oklahoma last year, 
of ah lei) €56,667 were in School. 
The average daily attendance was 
4 4 0.828. a gain of 9,219 over the 
previous year. - 
Tile percentage of gain in enroll­ 
ment to increased enumeration was 
greater for 1922-23 than any prev­ 
ious year, M. A. Nash, state super­ 
intendent, declared.
